He firſt Tryed on Vednueſday in tlie Foremdon were two Women, one 
for Stealing an old Faningden Son and ether Cloaths ; the other for 
2 piece of Linnen· cloth: The Juty found them both Guilty, only under 
the value of 10 d. But againſt the latter of them there was another 
Indictment, for ficaling a Silver Tankard out of an Houſe where ſhe took 
Lodgings, in Southampton - Buildiogs, coming thitherlin good Habit, pretending 
herſelf a fubſtantial Gentleman's Wiſe, who (ſhe ſaid) Would come to her within 
a day or two out of the County; but deſiring ſome Beer to be by her Bed fide, 
got up early next Morning, and zan away with the Tankard. So chat on this 
Indictment ſhe was found Guilty of Felony. r eee e en 195, 
So like wiſe was a Scxvant-Maid who had robbed her Maſter, ficaling*firſt his 
Keys, and then twenty eight pounds odde Money bat of his Trunks, and then 
abſenting her ſelt till ſhe was taken.

A Tinker was brought on to a Tryal for a Robbery and Murder on 
the High- way, in the night time, near Szazes ; there appeared fome 
' ſhrewd ſuſpitious againſt him, encreaſed by the ill Conduct of his 
own Witneſſes, but it being alſo found that ſome others might proba- 
bly ſpeak to ſome material Points that were now abſent, the Jury was
